sludge for soil fertilization, 

In early July, after harvesting 
the first hay crop, a program of 
disposing of sludge produced at 
the Bethel Wastewater Treatment 
Plant will commence, Up to 40,000 
gallons of sludge will be spread on 
agricultural ‘crop dan this’ year 
under a program developed by the 
Maine Department’ of Environ- 
mental Protection.
